CAIRO, Ga. May 10.—(#)—A 
farming project that has developed 
into an industry employing nearly 
1,000 men and women, and about 
3,000 acres, has grown up in this rich 
agricultural section of south Georgia. 

The industry is known as Crine En- 
terprises, and its activities include 
growing of plants, truck crops, food 
and feed for its employes, canning 
and dairying. 

Heading the organization is R. V. 
Crine, a vigorous, grey-haired man 
with friendly blue eyes, a happy out- 
look on life, and a love of farming. 

If you ask him why it is that his 
farming operations appear profitable 
when some other farmers seem to be 
having trouble, he ‘will say: 

“It may be that we do more farm- | 
ing and less cropping.” 

The land is kept busy, and so are 
the farm employes.

Just now, there are about SOO men 
and women engaged in pulling to- 
‘mato and other plants cor shipment. 
Ordinarily, the total number of em- 
ployes is not so great as now. 

“We keep things moving all the 
year ’round,” says Crine. “We har-

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
possibility of producing tung oil in 
connection with the government’s prv- 
posed rehabilitation program in Geor- 
gia and the southeast is under serious 
consideration and is now being inves- 
tigated, according to word received to- 
day by Representative Robert Ram- 
speck, of Atlanta, from Under-Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Rexford Guy Tug- 
well, who will be in charge of the 
president's rehabilitation work. 

Mr. Ramspeck took the matter up 
with the under-secretary at the in- 
stance of a number of his constituents, 
including the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, with a view of supplying 
the farmers of his state with another 
cash crop.
